The provincial department of health is 
giving free tuberculosis tests in the for- 
mer Edmonton Motors buildings at the 
corner of 100 street and 102 avenue. 

Every Edmonton person who has the 
shadow of a suspicion about his or her 
respiratory condition, who has a family 
history of tuberculosis or who has been 
exposed to the disease should take imme- 
diate advantage of this service. 

The time taken by the test is brief; it 
can be completed in ten minutes. And the 
diagnosis is sure and certain. 

This diagnostic clinic is part of the cam- 
paign being staged to stamp out tubercu- 
lar infection in this area. And it is an 
exceedingly important part of the cam- 
paign. For the fact that militates most 
Strongly against man’s efforts to abolish 
the disease is the reluctance of potential 
sufferers to realize or admit to themselves 
that they may have it. 

Tuberculosis, taken in the earlier stag- 
es, may definitely be cured. The campaign, 
therefore, will be effective in the degree 
it is accorded the cooperation of the public.

Markets Govern Income 
Speaking at the convention of the 

Union of Manitoba Municipalities last 


week, Premier Garson emphasized the re- 
lation between Canada's foreign trade and 


internal conditions. He pointed out that 
1,400,000 persons are involved in the 
trade which Canadians carry on with 


other countries, while only half this num- 
ber are employed in manufacturing in- 
dustry. In this connection he said: 

“The time is long overdue when we 
Should start thinking of the interests of 
this 1,400,000, rather than thinking ex- 
clusively of the interests of the 700,000 
in the secondary manufacturing industries. 
Foreign trade is important because it is 
by far the largest factor in determining 
the size of our national income. In the 
depression years export trade accounted 
directly for 28 per cent of Canada’s in- 
come, Today, in wartime prosperity, it 
accounts for 34 per cent of our income.” 

This comparison is not simply a state- 
ment of coincidence. It is the recognition 
of cause and effect. Ten years ago Cana- 
dians were in desperate plight because

they could not find buyers for their pro-, | 


ducts, They are enjoying prosperity now 
because there are markets for all they can 
produce. 

But ten years ago there were approxi- 
mately as many people in Canada as there 


are now. It has not been in the home ma 
ket that the increased demand for pro- 
ducta originated, but im the markets 


—— 


abroad. Of course the home demand for 
goods now is greater, but the main reason 
it is greater is the outside demand for war 
and other essential supplies, External 
sales have made greater home-buying pos- 
sible. Both have boosted the national in- 
come—-to unprecedented levels, 

The world war was the main factor 
in creating the present enormous demand 
abroad for Canadian products. But the 
result would have been the same if the in- 
creased demand had been created by any 
other cause. It is fanciful to suppose that 
our export sales in peacetime can be on 
the gigantic scale of our war exports. 
But there cannot be a doubt that the near- 
er post-war exports come to reaching this 


level the better. Full employment can 
be realized only through heavy produc- 
tion, and heavy production cannot be 


maintained unless the goods can be sold, 

It follows that Canada’s trade policies 
will have to be shaped to cultivate and 
maintain a larger trade than we have ever 
carried on with the peoples of other coun- 
tries. Only so can it be possible to secure 
a national income comparable to that of 
wartime and to support the average stand- 
ard of living to which wartime has accus- 
tomed us. 

As Premier Garson put it, we Shall have 
to pay more attention to the 1,400,000 
whose interests are involved in the carry- 
ing on of foreign trade, instead of center- 
ing attention in any exclusive way on the 
interests of the 700,000 who are engaged 
in manufacturing industries.

| WORLD AIR AGENCY 


1. Establishment of a world air 
}agency to be known as the Inter- 
national Civil Aviation Organiza- 
tion which will administer the rules 
|for air navigation and the techni- 
cal standards and_ procedures, 
| gather information and statistical 
| records, carry on research, recom- 
mend improvement in ground faci 
lities, finance such improvements 
for states unable to do so, handle 
the arbitration of disputes between 
countries, and enforce decision 
suspending a state’s voting power 
for failure to comply. This agency 
comes into being when 26 countries 
| ratify it 

2. Accomplishment of most of 
the work on the air navigation 
and technical annexes which will 
be appended to the main agree- 
ment. These provide common 
rules for flying in the world air 
ocean and for identifying aircraft 
and airports, marking maps, giv- 
ing weather information, carry- 
ing on radio communications and 
all the variety of things concern- 
ed with long-range air transport. 


3. Establishment of a provisional 
International Civil Aviation Organ- 
ization which will carry on, pend- 
ing ratification of the treaty, the 
duties and objectives of the per- 
manent body. 

TRANSIT AGREEMENT 


4. Formulation of an “interna- 
tional air services transit agree- 
ment” or the “two freedoms” docu 
ment which, if accepted by all or 
nearly all countries as appears 
likely, may be the greatest single 
step toward “open skies.” This 
agreement would grant the right of 
peaceful transit and  non-com 
mercial stop to all countries signing 

5. Formation of the “interna- 
tional air transport agreement” 
which will completely open the 
skies for those countries accept- 
ing it. This so-called “five free- 
doms” paper calls for a mutual 
exchange of the right of a coun- 
try to carry its own traffic out- 
bound and inbound and to carry 
traffic between other countries. 

The “freedoms” documents stand 
as separate agreements which the 
various countries may sign, bur 
are related to the main agreement 
through provisions by which the 
| world assembly may be asked to 
| handle certain matters for nations 
which participate in the exchange

6. Preparation of a standard 
agreement for a _ provisional air 
routes through which all countries 
signing the main agreement will 
negotiate for air rights on term:

The use of money is always a 
controversal issue in any fam- 
ily. Mother and father, having 
been reared under different in- 
fluenceg, will seldom agree or 
even think alike about mney. 

The allowance remains a prob- 
lem whether one has too much or 
too little to the child. If too 
little, the allowance insufficient 
to be managed and use 
the child nothing but exa>peration 
and a sense of frustration because 


its gives 


of it. If too. much, the child can 
do as he pleases and always have 
enough, which is also no road to 


management. 

It must be remembered that an 
allowance is merely a ‘ool for 
teaching children how to use 
money. The only way it can be 
valuable is to give it to the child 
and let him learn to manage it. 
No one learns anything about 

management unless he has some 
choice as to what he wants to spend 
or save. The parent who doles out 
a weekly sum and sets down where 
each penny shall be alloted is do- 
ing the management. The child is 
merely handling the coins. If he is 
to learn anything useful it is the 


child who must allot the small 
sums given to him. 
A child should be five years 


or older and be able to add and 
subtract before an allowance can 
have much meaning. At this age 
he also has predictable needs. 
He probably treats his friends, 
or buys candy or goes to a movie 
or is furnished regularly some 
trivial article of dress or some 
supply for school. These are his 
needs. The sum given ‘im can 
cover these needs and leave 
something extra for pure spend- 
ing. He has to learf to spend be- 
fore he will understand the sat- 
isfactions of saving, giving away 
or investing —all potentialities 
which the use of money pos- 
sesses. 

The first thing the child learns 
is to spend. But even in spending 
he has to make decisions about the 
rticles he wishes to buy and such

When Germany Collapses... What? | 


“So long as the war with Germany 
continues there is unlikely to be any 
radical change in the broad economic | 
situation, But when Germany is de- 
ieated the position will change. 

“Some say that the moment Germany | 
is beaten our problems will be those 
of unemployment and excess capacity; | 
that deflation rather than inflation will | 
be the major risk, They point to the 
fact that’409% to 50°), of our national 
energies are devoted to war activities 
and that with the remaining 50°), to 
60°7 we have been able to provide a 
somewhat larger volume of consumer 
goods for civilians than was the case | 
prior to the war. They point out-that | 
there are nearly one million persons 
in war industry and three-quarters of 
a million in thé armed forces. They 
wonder how all the people and pro- 
ductive facilities released can be utilized 
for peacetime purposes W hen our war 
activities are cut by half shortly after 
the end of the war in Lurope.” 


Risk of Spending Spree 


“Others contend that there is no} 
danger of deflation for some time to 
come. They point to the large volume 
of deferred needs which undoubtedly | 
exists—to the shortage of housing, of | 
household equipment. and appliances, 
of automobiles and of furin implements, | 
and to the needed repairs to homes | 
and farm buildings mbich have been | 
put off for some years. They stress 
the amount of maintenance and re-| 
placement deferred, and expansion post- 
poned, in many spheres of non-war 
activity—in manufacturing, in truck 
and rail transport, in the highw 
systems, in conservation of natural re 
sources, and so on. They point to the 
great store of accumulated purchasing 
power in the form of government) 
securities, bank deposits and cash, | 
and improved liquidity and borrowing 
capacity. 

“They claim that some costs have | 
increased despite the price ceiling, be- | 
cause of shortages of materials and | 
experienced labour, high labour turn- 
over, overtime, etc. They say that 
Canadian prices are relatively lower 
than those of other countries and to 
some extent are being held down 
artificially through the use of subsi- 
dies. In these circumstances, so the 
reasoning goes, the danger is inflation, 
not deflation.” 


Canada Must Find 1,000,000 
New Jobs 


“These two views are contradictory 
and yet there is an important element 
of truth in each of them. There is 
some risk of unemployment, Canada 
will be confronted with a transition | 
of enormous proportions and, as the 
Minister of Reconstruction has said, 
we need a million more jobs than in 
1939. On the other hand, we cannot 
disregard the risk of inflation particu- 
larly in the early stages of the transi- | 
tion. There is a real danger of both— 
an inflationary boom followed by a 
sharp deflation.” 


Short-lived boom, then Slump? 


“T do not suggest that the conditions 
following the defeat of Germany will | 
be identical with those after the last 
war, There are important differences 
The war may end in stages rather than | 
all at once. We, like the British and | 
Americans, know far more about con- 
trolling inflation than we did a genera- | 
tion ago. Vietory will not find industry | 
and government so completely uupre- | 
pod to meet the problems of recon- 
version. Also it seems to me that the | 
Canadian people are apt to be a little 
more cautious and a little more suspi- 
cious of boom conditions in the light | 
of their experience in the great de- 
yression and in the slump after the 
fixe yst-war boom, 

“But important as these differences | 
may be, there will still remain potent 
factors working to produce a shiort-| 
lived boom and later slump, Deferred 
needs are large. Accumulated pur-| 
chasing power is larger, Production | 
costs have increased and Canadian 
prices are low relative to other coun- 
tries, If the impact of these factors 
were to come quickly while government 
expenditures were still comparatively 
high, if the anti-inflation controls wer« 
to be suddenly relaxed or removed, 
we might easily get a boom which 
would dissipate accumulated buying 
power, distort reconversiou and set the 
stage for a painful deflation,” 


Close the Door to Inflation 
“For such reasons | believe that the

“Though early relaxation and re- 
moval of price control might temporarily | 
enlarge profits and permit further wage 
increases, it would open the door to 
the sort of boom which we had after 
the last war and at the very least 
would result in a variety of price in- 
creases that covld not be maintained | 
except at the cost of restricted pro- 


“If Canada can prevent that sort 
of price inflation, our chances of de- 
veloping larger and more lasting mar- 
kets at home and abroad will 
enhanced, and the subsequent risk of 
deflation lessened." 

Exports Greatly Expanded by War 

“There are a variety of other domestic 
volicies Which can and no doubt will 
Pelp in the process of transition, and 
in this regard the General Manager 
will have some comments to make. 
In addition, however, external condi- 
tions and trading Feneies will have a 
major influence. The problem of the 
transition before us can be strikingly 
illustrated in terms of two export 
figures. The first és $3,400 millions, 
the annual rate at which our merchan- 
dise exports are running today. The 
second is a figure somewhat under 
$1,000 millions, which was the level 
prevailing prior to the war.” 


Exports Make Jobs and Incomes 
“Though few would suggest that 


}exports could be maintained at their 
current level because of the temporary | 


character of our trade in munitions, 
it is abundantly clear that Canada 
needs a much larger export trade than 
before the war, Exports make jobs 
and incomes. Large exports generate 
prosperity throughout our economy. 
Small exports have the opposite effect. 

“We depend on exports not only 
to make jobs and generate business 
activity but, also, to get us the large 
volume of imports which we need to 
be prosperous. On all counts Canada’s 
interest lies in the establishment of a 
relatively free international trading 
system in which she can obtain the 
benefits of specialization. If external 
conditions forced us to work towarc 
self-sufficiency, much of our resourges, 


}of our capital equipment and of our 


organization would go to waste.” 


Encouraging Steps Towards 
World Order 


“In recent months, some important 
steps have been taken toward estab- 
lishing the sort.of international system 
in which expanding trade would be 
possible, ‘The meeting at Dumbarton 


Oaks made progress toward the goal | 


of world security upon which all other 
international measures must depend. 

“The Monetary Conference at 
Bretton Woods made solid progress in 
agrecing upon plane for an orderly 
system of international exchange and 
for a reconstruction bank, It is to be 
hoped that this agreement will soon be 
ratified by the goveruments concerned, 

“Tt is also to be hoped that a similar 
attempt to agree upon commercial 
policy will be made soon, before the 
difficult problems of transition are upon 
us and preoccupation with domestic 
issues weakens the will to reach agree- 
ment as to principles and methods of 
trade,” 


Trading Relations Disrupted by War 


“Insaying this, Lam acutely conscious 
that it will not be easy to arrive at 
conditions under which a relatively 
free system of international trade will 
be feasible.

“The position of Great Britain illus- 
trates the difficulties and is clearly of 
great importance to Canada, From 
an economic standpoint, Britain has 
lost much as a result of the war. In 
addition to the reduction in her standard 
of living and the very extensive bomb 
damage, she bas had to sell a large 
part of her foreign assets and has in- 
curred very heavy international debts, 

“Quite apart from Lend Lease and 
Mutual Aid, Britain’s net deficit in

Trade Restriction Wrong Answer 


“Tt is nothing new for Canada to,

The 
legislation covering farm improvement | 
loans provides for a new type of credit | 
and will, | hope, develop an important | 
new field of lending nob previously 
open to the banks, The Farm Improve- 
ment Loans Act is an extension of the 
same principles which were formerly 
used for home improvement loans. In 
this regard, a new home improvement 
jan sunilar to the previous one has 
»een incorporated in the National 
Housing Act and will come into effect 
as soon as the Government believes 
it to be appropriate, 

“Another significant measure is that 
establishing the Industrial Development 
Bank as a subsidiary of the Bank of 
Canada, Here, too, the intention is to 
complement the existing financial 
machinery by providing a source of 
capital for industrial enterprises, and | 
particularly small businesses, whgse | 
reasonable needs are such as cannot! 
be fully met either through ordinary | 
bank loans or through financing in the | 
long-term money market,” 


Credit for Exports and Construction 

“The last session of Parliament pro- 
duced two other credit measures of 
major importance, designed to en- 


courage and stimulate export trade 
aud construction of housing Both 
involve loans or guarantees running 


into bundreds of millions of dollars 


“Also it seems to me ihat the revi- 
sions in the methods of corporate in- 
}come and excess profits taxation an- 
| nounced in the last budget are useful 
steps in the direction of restoring busi- 

ness enterprise looking toward the post- 
war transition. | Nevertheless, more 
might be done to improve the methods 
|of taxing corporate income without 
laffecting current revenues. Vor in- 
stance, much uncertainty arises from 
failure to establish standard profits in 
|a reasonable period of time. In a 
|number of cases settlement has been 
deferred for a matter of years and, 
while one can appreciate the technical | 
difficulties in establishing standard pro- | 
fits where pre-war profits were de-| 
pressed, it is most unsatisfactory for | 


a business to be approaching the tran- | 


sition period without knowing what 
|its financial position may finally turn 
out to be. I might also add that more 
rapid determination of tax liabilities 
generally would be most desirable.” 


Some Tax Reductions Will Aid 
Reconstruction 


“For the time being, war require- 
ments stand in the way of any general 
reduction in tax rates, and so long as 


the present magnitude and the threat 
of inflation hangs over our economic 
ructure, this will continue to be the 
case, When, however, war require- 
ments are curtailed, some tax reductions 
should be expected. 

“In the sphere of corporate taxation, 
is is quite clear that the excess profits 


its eventual elimination. It is an emer- 
gency tax and one which admittedly 
has very discouraging effects on busi- 
ness expansion. 
that ‘excess profits’ should be taxed 
heavily as a matter of justice, it can 
| be replied that corporations are im- 
personal entities and that income in 
the hands of the final recipients is 
already taxed at highly progressive 
rates. It can also be pointed out that 


that enterprise is essential to full e:m- 
ployment. It is true that large estab- 
lished corporations could continue to 
operate under an_excess profits tax 
though they would be much less in- 
clined to expand their activities. But 
the worst impact of such taxation is 
on new businesses and small businesses 
wishing to expand, particularly where 
there is any considerable element of risk. 

“In the sphere of personal income 
taxation, and it is sometimes over- 
looked that this tax also affects enter- 
prise and particularly small enterprise, 
it seems to me that a first step might 
be to raise the exemptions, thus lighten- 
ing the tax burden where it bears most 
heavily and reducing the load to a 
modest extent on all taxpayers. A next 
step should be to reduce tux rates 
throughout the whole personal rate 
structure,” 


Growth of Social Security Program 
“In making these suggestions I am 
not under any illusion that it will be 


possible to bring about a drastic re- 
duction in rates of income taxation.

In addition to its obvious 
social purpose of providing greater 
security for the citizen, it has very 
important economic implications, On

prisoners of war, ‘The Bank’s Honour 
Roll at the end of October totalled 
938, Of these 834 men (of whom 15 
are missing and 12 are prisoners of 
war) and 18 young women are on 
Active Service, 52 men have been 
| killed in action, 4 died in Canada and 
|30 have been discharged and have 
| returned to The Bank. We extend our 
| best wishes for the welfare of all our 
| young men and women on Active Ser- 
vice and our earnest hopes for their 
early and safe return. To the bereaved 
families of those whose lives have been 
{taken goes our sincere and heartfelt 
sympathy. 

“We now have 3,117 on our staff. 
This is an increase of 103 for the ten 
months, represented almost entirely by 
young women taken on the emergency 
staff. ‘There are now 1,866 women in 
our service compared with 1,753 ten 
months ago and 487 at the outbreak 
of war. 

“The heavy burden of duties de- 
volving upon members of our staff due 
to wartime conditions has not lessened 
but, rather, has increased. The diffi-
